Doftor and Gentlemen, 
Ecauſe there hath been ſuch a pother and noiſe made about a rotten, 
great, guilded, carved Image in our Church; and becauſe even our own 
LeCturec Mr. Saunders bath ſcandalized himſelf, though he aimed at me, 
in Printiog a couple of Sham Pamphlets about ir, both entituled Apparici- 
ons of an Angel, one at the Old Baily, und another at Tow:r Hill; which as in truth 
they areboth but feigned Apyaritigns, ſo ſuitably they are falſe Relations. 

[ ſhall therefore now give you my true Narrative of the matter of fact, to be 
imprinted in your Memories, and to repreſent the Royal Truth to our Succeſlors 
in chis Pariſh. | 

I rake this opportunity. to do it, upon reſignation of my Office this Thurſday in 
Eaſter Week, 1681 ; my accuſtomary ſervice of two years inthe Office of Church- 
werden being now expired. 

I lay down that Office at your feet with much more joy than I rok it up, and 
wiſh you and this whole Pariſh, all ines and ſucceſs in the condutt of your 
Afairs, placed now in the Election of Mr. Henry Huntor and Mr. W:E. Chapman ; 
& :!.cm and youl render this impartial Nazrative, thatat the Seſſions beld at the 
Old Baily, when abont three parzs of the Grand Jury were of this our Ward of 
Tower, my elf the Foreman, and divers of them. of our very Pariſh. Among 
cther things there were ſome worthy Citizens that were not of the Jury, came 
aud acquainted us, that there was offence taken at ſuch an Image in our Church, 
and at our LeCturer*s bowing to it ;, and ſaid, they more particularly addrefſed to 
ws 2t that time, becauſe wg, were ſo many of us of the ſame Pariſh, whereof our 
Foreman was the Churchwarden. , 

We gave them ſuch an Anſwer as we'thought neceſſary to ſatisfie them ; but no- 
thing bcing tendered before us ugon Oath, we did nothing thegeia as a Grand Ju- 
ry. Bur ſoon after that Seſſion done, I told both Dr, Hicks and Mr. Cle- 
ments, (and Mr. Saunders knew it $lſo) that it had given offence, and that there 
had been a Complaint of it to the Grand Jury, and fo it paſſed over, and I ex- 
pected we ſhould hear no more of it. But it ſeems it made more noiſe, partly by 
our not pulling it down then, but more by Mr. Saunders his Diſcourſe in defence 
of the poor innocent Image, (as he was pleaſed to call it.) Inſomuch that divers 
ſtrangers came toour Church to ſceethe Image, and our other Ceremonies, which 
”_ praQtiſe more than divers (I think I may ſay moſt) other Churches in England 
elſe. 

And thereupon at another Seſlions held about the end of February laſt, there wzs 
an Inditment brought and preſented (as I am informed by one Mr. Whittaker up- 
on Oath)to the Grand Jury, that then ſerved at that Seſſions; but who was their 
Foreman, and who way of that Grand Jury, I know not ; bur ſo it was, they found 
the Bill, and returned it into Court Bills Vera. 

About which time I was in the Country, and heard not nor knew any thing of 
the Indictment, until ſome few days before the ſeventh of Afarch, and then meet- 
ing Mr. Barry laughing, asked me,Oh where have you been ? you have been Indict- 
ed for ſuch. an Image, &c. Whereupon finding Mr. Hunter my Partener Church- 
warden, and he telling me alſo of it, we both reſolved to get a Copy of the In- 
dittment, in order whereunto I went preſently to Mr. Tamer Clerk of the

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Peace; and there and theft I firſt aw and heard read the Inditment; and went 
and. rooX 2dvice what todo (/andA was adviſed to end the matter as ſcon ard ns 
privately as | cou'd, add to pake the leaſt noiſe abroad about it, leſt the World 
fequld-chin&'rthere was more inthe thing than really thers was. And1 was ads 1- 
ie that che Monday after being the 7th. day of March there would be a private 
Seſſions, no concourſe of people, nor Juries,'&c. it being held chiefly on occaſion 
of,zeading a Pardonto ane:Prifoners, and ſo. it would! be beſt to go then and 
tell che Court how it was, and ſo make as gdod an end ag [ could, without ſpending 
the Pariſh Money about a rotten Image. NEESrODs 14%. 
Now though I had ſeen the Inditment on Friday,yet it was Saturday night nine 
of the clock before 1 cou!d get a Cory thereof, and on Sunday morning I ſhewed 
itto my Partner Mr. Hwnter and then ſent it tomy Fiend with whom 1 adviſed 
to peruſe, to whom went in the Evening, and hed the ſame gdvice as befare; bur 
I and my Partner both together told the D>ftor and LeCtorer of the thipg, $n 
Sunday Afternoon, both before and after Sermon in the Veſtry Houſe, but copfld 
not ſhew them the Copy of the IndiAtmeant becauſe | had ſent it away, but-tctd 
them the ſubſtance of the matter.” Hereup6n preſently the Dottorand Lecturer, 
and Mr. Clement as | am informed; went to Mg. Tamer, faw the Inditment 
there themſelves; and after they had been there then that very Sunday Evening, 
late, Mr. Hw.ter and my ſelf both. met at-the Doors Houſe, (hearing the Dottor 
had been at my Houſe to ask for me) and there the Dottor told us that he had 
been at Mr. Tamers, and had ſeen the Indiftment, and in his opinion we might 
defend onr ſelves well enough, for the Inditment he Yought was grounded vpcn 
an old Adt that was made in Edw.VI.time, which he thought was onely againſt 
ſome certain Books and Images then in be:ng _—_ and particularized in 
that Att; and that this Image was ſo far aq nb ing and being in thoſe 
about 20 ago.

Doctor told us another defence we 

of $. Michael, and every one in Court | 

pictured, knows that S. Michel is niftured with 2 Dragon under him, ard 
this hath no Dragon ; therefore let them'prove it to be S. hae and that it was 
ever called 'S. Michael before. Furthermore the DoCtor ſaid,we need not go till next 
Seſſions and that we were beſt to call a Veſtry, and conſult then what todo in ir. 

Hereupon I told the Dotor,that ſeeing it is agrear&«ilard carved ſmage, it will 
look as if we had a mind to defend Images, to plead tharit isnot S. Afi bal, or 
that it is not'an [ meant by that At, becauſe oor Image was made fince that 
Aft. Befides, the advice 1 haye is, that that ACt was made againſt all Images, and 
hath ſundry Clavufes in it that look to the future. and the Proviſo is againſt us,which 
provides for the ſtanding and retaining owe'y cf en ooees as are upon Mcnu- 
ments and Tombs, &c. Therefore whether this be $. Adichacl or nor itis all one, 
for the Act (as weare adviſed) may charge us with ſuffering the ſtanding and be- 
ing of a Caryed Image of 8.4 or ſome other Saint, or pretended or reputed 
Saint ; therefore it may reach us,and for this reaſon we wi pO to morrow to Seſſi- 
ons, and make the beſt defence we can, ys we ſhall do well enough, becauſe 
neither you nor we did ſet itup; and therefere what ſhould: ou or we trouble our 
ſelves by Traverſing, to ſpend a great. deal of Money to defend agrea filly Image. 
We cannot call a Veſtry now it is pight,and we go to morrow and quitour hands 
this Seffions if-we can, forl ſhall be ont of my Office of courle before another Seſli- 
ons, and I will try to rid our ſelves of ir belvrel go ont of my Office if pcfſible, 
and hope to end it without you, fo as you 1:or we may notdave any further trou- 
ble. Then the DoQtor replied, If yourefvlve to go then I will po with you, or 
meet you there at Seſſions to morrow at two a clock. 

Thus with this Reſolution we parted, and then Mr. Hunter and my ſelf did 
both of us refolve to go next day to Sefſjons, and appointed to meet at Elford: 
Coffee Houſe at two a clock ; but in the mean time conſidering what our Do- 
or had told vs, that every one in Court would judge this not to be FE. _— 
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becauſe he had no Dragon under him; I thought the beſt way would be to carry it 
to Court to ſhew ir, that they mizhrt judge by view , and accordingly on Monday 
at Noon-day, I took Mr. Graves our Parifh Carpenter, and John Randal our Sex- 
ton, and El:ff-» our Grave-maker, and a Porter, and no body clſe, and took the 
Image down, the Clerk was not there, nor knewany thing (as verily believe) of 
taking it down, or of carrying it to Seſſions, uncill after it was gone, nor was Mr. 
Hunter at the taking of it down , or knew it was down till he did ſee it, yet 
did I not take it down or carry it away otheiwile privily, fave only ſo as to prevent 
making a noiſe; And theretore | put it into a Decent, Clean, White Porters Bag, 
all but the Arm and Trumpet, which being made ro take off at the Shoulder. and 
ſtanding out ſo far,that it would not gointoBa-,1 took off that,and Fobn Randall car- 
ryed that under his Coat, and the Porter carryed the reſt in his bag on his Bac'-. 1 
called Mr. Hunter atElford's Coftee-houſe near Lomibard-ſtreet, and told him I had 
brought the Image with me in a Porters Bag, and He and /and John Randal went. 
thence in a Coach to Seſſions, and I ſhew*d Mr. Hunter in the Coach, thit part of 
the Image which John Randal had under his Coat, and / alſo ſhew*d him the Porter, 
and told him there is the /mage, and 7 carr» it, that the Doctor may hel; us to de- 
fend it by thoſe Arguments he uſed to us alt niz,hr; we will ſhew the thing to the 
Court, and fo make an end without further trovble. 

When we came to Seſlions-houſe, Mr. Hunter and / both agreed not to ca ry 
it into Court, Except there ſhould be occaſion, but placed it in an-outward room. 
Socn after we were at Seſſions, the Doctor {according to his promiie) came and 
the Clerk with him ; the Doctor ſeemed angry, that the Image wzs brought ; 1 
told him, that Remembring his Arzuments laſt night was the reaſon I had brought 
it, that ſo the Court might lee it had no Dragon ui der it, that fo whether the Do- 
Cor had come or not, we might make a full demonſtration by the fig'1t, the Do- 
Qtor told me we might remove it into the Crown Office, aad there it might ly t/ll 


the real Saints came indeed. 


But I ſtill told him I would, if I could end the matter now.becauſe I ſhould £0 out 
of my Office before another Seſlions z then the Duftor and both Mr. Hunter and / 
went into Court and far all three down together about half an Hour by Mr. Tanrer 
juſt by Sheriff Berhel ;, till at length a little before the cauſe came on, the Doctcr 
was pleaſed to withdraw, and wenc quite away out of the Court without giving any 
reaſon to us, that | remember ; bur though che DoCtor had thus deſerted us, we 
ſtill ſtay*d to make the beſt defence we cuuld, and when the cauſe came on, we told 
the Court, that it had been ter up on the D.al on the inward ſide of the Steeple at the 
welt end of the Church, between two f;et work figures of Death and Time, a- 
bout 164;. by Mr. Edwards, whea he was upper Church-Warden ; Being 
asked, why it was remo\ ed, and fer over the Altar or Communion- Table upon the 
Commandments, and whea and who removed it ; we told the Court it was done 
about Anno 75 or 76. by Mr. Cirments, who was then upper Church-Warden, and 
not by us, and we ſuppoſed it was occaſioned ro be removed, (as Mr. Clements told 
us) upon ſetting up the Organ, becaule it could not {o well be ſeen. We allo told 
the Court it ſtood there ſo many years and had done no miracle, therefore we con- 
ceived it could not be a Saint ; then it beg aid »y ſome in Court, that the Image 
was without, it was calied for in Court. and there it was viewed. and after both of us 
had faid further what we could ia its defence, the DoCtor having deſerted both us 
and the Image, w!'o if he had ſtayed, it may be could have defended it better; and 
Mr. Tamer telling us, this diſcourſe wi!l nur do, you muſk either plead Gulity or 
noetGuilty,or traverſe,or to tuch purpci- ,: 1d being told that to traverſe orremove it 
into the Crown Office,might coſt us Fifteen cr Twenty Pound before we could end 
the Buſineſs that way, and being alſo told, thar toconfeſs would be but a fine of 
Ten Shillings a piece, and fo there would be a full end for us ; thereupon 7 ſaid we 
cannot plead not Guilty, as tc ſuch an Image ſtanding, and being in our Church , 
for here itis, and we muſt confe(s that it is true, this Image hath ſtood in Our 
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Church, and'l brought him now from oventhe Communion Table, I puPd it down 
fromthe Commandments, and-itisa carved Image, it 1s 1n vain to deny it, or to 
/p2i.d money out of the Pariſh ſtock to defend it by removing it into the Crown O- 
tice, or troubling our ſelves'fugther about it, there it is,, take it and do what you 
will with it; but Mr. Tamer ſtill inſiſting, tat we maſt either lay the word Guil. 
ty or not Guilty, then with.one conſeat both of vs laid the ve: y 19rd, Guilty, 
ad ſo it was recorded (as Me. Tawncr ailured me) that both,of us p!caded Guilty 
tothe Iadictment, not Mr. Sherman ſingly, as Mr. Sauders iuggeſted, the Record 
wi't not mii;report, whatever Mr. $«2ders may pleaſe to Print ; Aud this pleading 
Guilty was done by both of us fog no. other Realo: , but purely upon advice, that 
this Coucle was belt, and would make leaſt noiſe, aad be lealt charge to the Pariſh , 
a:d we had really no ill intent , or any other end in a!l that is dore by us, but 
for ſaving charges, and preventing noiſe ard clamours, and believe, it. might haze 
ſo ceaſed, if Mr. Sanders had not put our two Narratives, for which hg ought co 
have a double reprehenſiou by us : Firſt, for printing Pariſh Matrers without ordec 
of Veſtry, orthe Dr. (or both Charchwardens, or the Upper-Churchwarden(ſin- 
giy) with Mr. Sanders his good-leave) And Secondly for printing an .untruth not 
olily agaiuſt your Churchwarden , but agaiaſt the Clerk alſo; thusin time, he 
wiil {et us all rozether by the Ears : I have been ever civilto Mr. Sa:ders, he hath 
been free at my Table, both here and in the Country, and 1 had never any ditfe- 
rence with him, I pay him voluntarily as much as I pay the Dr., which is ten ſhil- 
lings a year, as Captain Burden, and Mr. Barthwaze, who Collect his money for 
him will reſtifie: and therefore | wonder at his unkind dealing with me, yet I ſhould 
ſtill have as great a value for Mr. Sanders, as ever | had, if he would leave Pariſh- 
Matters to us ; to whom, I am adviſed, they much more properly belong than ic 
doth ro him to icrible thus againſt his Pariſhioners. He uſed ro tell us every one 
ſhould mind his own buſineſs, but you ſee he does not practiſe fo. 

When we had pleaded guilty, ſome crycd, knock it to pieces, burn it, but then 
I prayed, that I might have it to burn in our Veftry, it would fave us ſo much Billet ; 
ſor we make a Fire there, every time there is a S2rmon or mceting of Pariſhioners in 
cold weather, and 1 {aid | would knock it to pieces, and burn it in the Veſtry, and 
rhe Court ſhould htcar no more of it: Some in the Court, ſaid well, well, it is bc(t 
ſo rodo; it.is true, [ did not receive any writter;, or other order of Court for bur- 
ning i”, but this ſaying well, well, it is beſt fo ro do, I took as conſent, and did 
then, and till chink ir beft ſo ro do. The Court finding us ſubmitting, were pleaſed 
to ſay they would conſider of the Fine,or ro ſuch effe& ;, [nterim, we paid nothing in 
Court, but ten ſhillings a piece to Mr. Tanner for Fees: Mr. W:4. Stevens of Green- 
wich offered to buy it to ſet in his Garden z Mr. William Bullivant a known, eminent 
Broker on the Exchange, who buys Goods for Foreign Merchants, came to me, (when 
the Clerk was preſent) and told me he came to buy it to Ship beyond Sea , or words 
to that effect ; others offered to buy it for ſcandalous uſes ; no body ever offered (that 
[ know of ) to buy it to ſet it ina Church, as Mr. Sa: ders hints ; it may be he might 
ſcnd ſome body to ſuch purpoſe, but I never ſpoke with any fuch, that I can remem- 
ber ; it was begged of Mr. Hamer, and 1, indeed in Court by one, ( who I ſuſpect 
woul4 rather (ct it ina Baudy Houſe, than a Chorch)) but | as well as Mr, Hunter 
both refuſed to give it away ; and both of us ordered the Porter tocarry it back in his 
Bag, and to lay it in ſome p. ivate Corner in the Church, which was done according- 
iy, and[ reckoned fo loonas we made the next fire, to cut it in pieces, and burn it 
in the Veſtry, as | had promiſed in Court. 

This was Monday, but we had no occaſion of Fire there, before Sunday following, 
for the iMinifter or my lelf at payment of the poor; but on Wedneſday morning 
one came to icl] me.that I ſhould be indie1 again for letting it remain in the Church 
un{emoliſh'd; I told him, pray ſtaySir, and [ will fetch it, and you ſhall ſee it de- 
moliſh*d which was accordingly done, and hath been ſince- burnt at ſundry times at 
Veſtry meetings, and at payment of the poor - the laſt Log of itbeing barnt in 
the Veſtry on Good Friday. Now Gentlemen, Mr, $4nd:r: having put out two Ap-

ler theirs, Joyning clole to the Commandginents , 1o that we cauſe the back part or 
Eaſt fide of our Linnen to be tackt up about a foot or more above the Table, 
ſaftening it to- the Commandments , and they further alledge , that the AR 
of Conformity decs not GireQ the tacking it up thus to the Altar, for ſome fay, that 
by the AR of :Unilorminy it may be allowed for the Table to ſtand a yard off 


from the Commandments in the Chancel , efpecially in our Chancel, becaulſc there 


is room enough to ſtand fo in 'the inward ſide of the Rails; Nay , they fay that 
the Communior-Tabte may -by that very AQ ſtand in the Body of the Church, 
and then , they ſay, it would not look ſo like an Altar; they ſay that inſtead cf the 
clean white Lirnen of our Mother Church we ſhew now nothin; in our frone , bur 
this new glorious rich Crimſon gift of Mr. Whit. bread, and we have regiftred it 
in eur Table hanging in our Veſtry by the Title of one of our Church Ornaments, ſo 
that they reproach usand (ay , we have turned up the clean white Tippet of our vit- 
tueus Mother ; (meaning the white Linnen, which the Aft of Uniſormity directs we 
ſhould uſe) and foulded the foref art of our Linnen now on the Table, on purpoſe to 
ſhew in our ſront ſuch rich Embroidery, as is not appointed by the faid AF. 

They further tell us not only (that we lay ſecond ſervice, at this Communion-Ta- 
ble or Altar) but that Mr. S.nders as ſoon as Sermonis ended gives neither Prayer 
nor bleſhng m the Pulpit , but ops rhe ſei vice of God by cauling the Organto ſtrike 
op a Tune to divert the People umil he goes into Veſtry to put on his Surplice, which 
Oecaſioned the people to lay , what ſhall we have no Bleſſing / whither goes the Mi- 
niſter ? By and by he comes out of the Veſtry ; fo habited, mounts thc ſteps, and cn- 
ters the Rails; then at his approach towards the middle of the Altar, he wakes a (or- 
mal bow before it , then he turns to the North-end and kneels , then the people cy, 
whither goes he now ? Bur there he fays tome prayers, ſometime more , ſomet 
teſs, as he pleaſeth, and then proncunceth the tllefling ar the Altar, which uſethtobe 
Cone in the Pulpit ; now they confidently fay, thefe arc things never pradiized fioce 
the Kings happy Reſtoration in our Church ;, they add, that Mr. Sander: never went 
vp to lay (ſecond ſervice, nor ſervice or a bleſſing aſter Sermon, nor cver dowd ex- 
cept on Sacrament days, when the bread, &c. was there. Before we had got up Or- 
gans in 75. beautified them in 57. ſer this great carred Guilded Image on the top of 
the Altar and Commandments, and got Mr. Whitebriad's Glorious Cope ar Carpet ; 
and that Mr. Send.rs was the firſt beginner of theſe bowing Ceremonies and other 
Services and BenediAions aſter Sermon at the Altar, in DoAtor Layfie/ds time , and 
that he urged Door Layfeld to let him begin the ſame : Soon after we were prepa- 
red with, and had got together al} this furniture , which, were begun by Mr. Sas- 
&ers , juſt about the time the Helliſh Pop1fh Plot broke out, though Door 
field dilwaded him from begining theſe Ceremonies at ſuch a junAuie, ſaying, O Mr. 
Swiders / what will the world lay of us? that we ſhould begiv ſuch Ceremanies bur 
juſtnow , (which was abeut the rime the Popiſh Lorcs were lent to the Toner) why 
(hould we be more forward joſt now in our Ceremonies than cthers ? were we not 
blam'd for it in Forty one, &c. or to ſome ſuch effeft. t ut Mr, Sanders reylyed, nore 
but a few inconliderable people would be offended at it, and therefore he would then 
Uſher in theſe Ceremonies, and did _— do it. 

Now Gentlemen we cant ſay , 'but all thefe things are very true in Subflance or to 

{ſuch effef, and ir is generally known in the Parifh , as alſo by ſtrangers to be ſe, far 

they way read it on our Organs thus made , -75. beaurified, 757. and ina Table hang- 
ing ivour Veſtry, in h:everbe Mr. Thom Whit. bread Citizen and

Carved Guilded Image was mounted on the trop of the Altar, and untill we had Mc- 
Whitebread's Horm Carpet to ſpread the ſame. Gentlemen, Pray conſider the(e 
things : I wiſh we could deny any one of theſe matters, and that we could ſay any 
one yllable of them in Subſtance were falſe, and then we might deſire our Doctor 
to privt an anſwer in ourVindication, ard ſo Satisfye,or at leaſt Contradict the peo- 
ple , that thus talk of us. 

And rea!ly Doctor , 'if you do not anſwer and defend ns, 1 fear our LeQurec 
can't; yet it would credit him much to let it come out in his name, and it would 
ſerve our purpoſe too; for then if any ercor be found in it, we may only ſay (as 
formerly in other errors.in his Apparitions) his hand did ſhake when he writ it, and 
that the Doctor ſhall mend it next time.

Single me out, any man of you, or Doetor and all of you toge- 
ther , that can convince me or any man living { but a Tory or /apiſt) that ſuch a 
great carved Image is any Ornament at all to a Proreſtane Church , where God will 
be worſhiped in Spiric and Truth, ard acds the leaſt force tothe Commandments of 
God, an1 then to recompence you for lo s of this one fuſty Image, I will ſet you up as 
many Images as there are Commandments. 

Will not the World think that our wiſe LeAurer knew the very critical time when 
Popery was juſt approaching, and ro ſhew his pious Zeal, juſt then begun to bow be- 
fore an Image, and till has the co::fidence to plead for an Image (by way ot blaming 
the Church-warden for not contulting the wiſdom of the Veſtry tow to defend it 
better.)

Pariſh ſor tear of 
my proſecuting them ;, and aſter all this Out , and Alas | is it come to this, That you 
DoRor and Gentlemen of the Veſtry ſhould talk of proſecuting me for burning an [+ 
mage which you call your Ornament? 

O! Would | had never been Chu:chwarden; even ſhare and take the Office among 
you, whowill. ſo as | may never be Churchwarden of this Pariſh more, as long as 
the Sun and Moon endure. Fs | 

But prry deal gently with me, becauſe I have had the Great Hooonr ( as ſome of 
you are pleaſedtocall it) to be Churchwarden of this Pariſh of Af Saints Bathin 
Londen; which at this time, and on ſo /axdable an occaſion, as an Image, is printed 
to be ſo regularly devout a Pariſh; bu: the Prints that calls it ſo, are both Titled an 
Apparition, ec. and therefore | am afraid that we ſhall have but a little ſhare of that 
Honour, becauſe we pulled down and burnt a rotten Image; and behold the vain Ap- 
paritions both diſappear. 

But DoQor and Gentelcmen, if all this will not ſatisfie you, then 57 verbo Guardans 
Eccleſie, or inas plain Engiiſh,as a Layman and anexpiring Churchwarden can-utter 
at drawing out the laſt breath of his Office, who though he ought not to go out as he 
comes in {wearing ; yet [| cannot forbear to lay by the Oath of a Churckwarden, turn 
che Buckle of your Girdle behind you: For 1 challenge you to charge me with any 
undue execution of my Office ; andthen for any other Foreign Matter, I care not what 
you ſay, for if it be any thing that docs not belong to this Office, it will be thought 
not only impertinent, but malicious. 

As for Door Hicks , he came to our Pariſh npon the Death of Door Layfie/d 


. but about cight months ago; I had the honour to give him his Induftion, and he cannet 


charge me with any difreipe towards him. Theſe ,Ceremonies were begun by Mr. 
Sanders before Dr. Hicks came ; aud the Dr. finding them, is pleaſed to continue them, 
only the Dr. never lows, and heis ſo kind to us, as to come from the Altar as far as 
the Rails to read ſome part of the Service, whereby we hear the Dr. better than Mr. 
Sazders, becauſe Mr. Sanders will not budg a foot , but keeps his ſtation at the North 
end of the Table. Thus the Dr. and Lecturer do diſſent from each other in perſor- 
mance of the eremonies : whereupon ſome late Prints havetold us that men of Jeaft 
Learning are for moſt Ceremonies. | 

The blame now appears to lye upon Mr. Sanders for ſetting up ſuch Ceremanies at 
{uch a juncture of time. And if blame :l!o may lye upon all the Churchwadens that 
had & hand in ſetting up, or removing.or burn.ng this Image ;, Let every one then ſhew 
{o good occaſion,for the part they have acted;as I have done for my part in pulling of it 
down and b':rning it. What if I had aever been Indicted at Seffions at all z might I 
not, nay, ought I not to have done it when it had given ſuch offence ? 

The Organs ſtand on the Gallery a Conſiderab - Diſtance from the Steeple, and Mr.

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Clements hid no Veſtry Order, to alter the Dyal] on the Steeple , yet he did bring the 
Dial about 10 Foot forwarder then it was, and if ever be occaſion, any Jury, or any 
body elſe, may fee he might have had room enough to have placed this Image again in 
2 void ſpace of 10 foot ſquare berween Death and Time, or juft under Death or Time. 
or im ſome other place there abouts, where it _ have been conſpicuous enough, if 
the view were {0 eſſentially nece ary, without taking fo great a leap, as ſrem the Stee- 
ple to the Chancel : and fo as Mr. Sanders Phnraſeth it (as to you.) Here 13the End.

Print thus,it was fer asan Ornament over 
the Ten Commandmcints? Why in ly Page do you Print as ſpoken by the Do- 
or that he conceived it was their dury to conſult the Veſtry, are not Churchwar- 
dens tolcarn their duty from the Law, rather then from the Veſtry cr Parſon; may 
not the adviſe of the Parſon tend to incroach Pariſh Right, and if the Churchwarden 
ſuffer ic co be enter'd in Veſtry Regiſter ; may it not hereafter be pleaded the Parfons 
Right by Cuſtome as having fuch « Precedent ? | 

What if the Parſon tells us it :+ 4s right to chooſe one Churchwarden, na y what if 
he tells us he will chooſe borh 3 or elſc perhaps be ſo civil as to take 30 for his Aſhſt- 
ants, by the name of a Sele& Y+ſtry, where there arc 200 Iahabitznrs, and fo exclude 
the other 170, from ſuch right of chooſing any Officers in that Pariſh, as the Law 
allows them; are we bound to loſe fuck Right ?

Is my Narrative or your two Ptinted Apparitions truelt Relations of the matter ; did my Burr. 
ing this Image privately in a Veltry Chimney. or your two printed Apparitions, ſpread the News 
and Noiſe furthett : which was the better deed, my burning or your printing ? whe minded their own 
buline(s molt, the Lecturer or the Churchwarden in lo doing ? is it nota great abule (at lea? )if not 
a mighty prophanation of the name and order of Goldf.,th:r which the Church hath fo [o'e;raly en. 
joyned, tor a Clergy 1127 to call « Wooden Image Mr. Shermans Godfon, I have heard that 7apitts do 
Chriſten their Images, but I never heard that Images had Go.{f.,thzrs before Mr, Saunders printed it : 
hut take notice that no Vrieftof S. Michel thall ever make me [tand Godfather to a Wooden 1- 
mage. 

Spaſe the Act of Fdward the "I, was made only for ab»lithing; ſuch Maſs Books and ſuch Images 
as weie then in being ; will your earning Convince a ſuiy, that it is lawful to print thoſe Mals 
Books, and new make the ſame Images and bring th:m into Churches again, by ſaying, Theſe are not 
the ſame Books nor the ſame Images meant by that At to be abolitke.!, hecauſe you can prove that 
theſe were lately printed, or the Image made by Mr. Edwards > by this Logick you would make the 
fancy;of Mr. Edwards the Churchwarder tor ſetting np Images to be of more force then the Law of 
E.\rard the King was for abolithing all Images : (except, Gc.) 

Whether we ought not to petition the Lord Bithop ro Command you to keep ſuch evaſive Lo- 
zick in defence of Images to vour ſelf, and not print as 1s in Page 1, 

And would it not bc better, if the Biſhop did Command you to keep at your Living at Sanden and 
not fur Lucre of a Lectures place at Zondon (where is no want of goud Miniſters) negle6t your Du- 
ty in teaching your people of Sandon their Duty and Ceremonies : and let the Liquor and Company of 
your Pariſhoners at Sanlon, Content you better then what you and either at Zondon or Ch:lmsſord, 
and leave us of Barking to uſe our Ceremonies, as we did till the Plot broke out, and not make our Pa- 
rilh of Burking be thus talkt on for Images once in Forty rears, by your thus nicking the time with 
your Bowings and Doppings, &c. : 

You ſay in your ſecond Apparition, that I fingly Fleaded guilty to the indictment, but cne of our 
late Londom Intelligences, told you in print, that it ought to be Recorded for a Lie : becauſe it is a 
Lie againſt a Record, for Mr. Hunter wasat the Seſſions, and did alſo lead Guilty at the ſame time 
and place, and it is Recorded that Mr. Zunter pleaded Guilty, 

Though he that Kills a man unawares hath mercy ; yet wilful premeditated murther is death 
without benefit of Clergy : ſo if a LeQurer not baving the jear of Ged b-fore bis Eyes, ſhould ſtudy 
and premeditate how to ſpread untruths and ſcandals furtheſt, by printing them ; ought he ro be al- 
lowed to plead benefit of his Clergy or to have any protection from an Action at Law; andifa Le- 
Cturer ſhall do all this Pravi Mentis, (your own Apparition words) may Inot Anſwer (alſo in your 
cwn Apparition words) that it is to paſs for a voluntary deſigned prevarication. and is it not a pit- 
titul low ſpirit (your own words) of 2 thing, whol w2s a going to call LeCturer, to think to era- 
tifie ſom? One party of men (which are allo your apparition words :) by ſcandalizing a Churchwar- 
den in print: and by printing falſe ſtories of a poor Clark alio, with deſign to turn a Clark out of 
his place, who perhaps, /f he were heard, might thew more cauſe togurn out the ZeCturor : (Now 
in your own Apparition words again) you ought to Remember, be that ſel's bis Nei.bbours [ume 
(though a poor Clark, ©&c.) for a little unſavoury aut popular breath, will in Cenclaſicn gain nothing but 
infamy and diſgrace. 

I hope, you willnct blame me for ſpeaking in your own Zanguage, nor for giving one Anſwer 
to twotrighttul Apparitions of an Angel, that never was [cen in Apparition but by a LeCturer, nor 
hath ever ſcared any body elſe a month out of town, nor did any Miracle before its burning ; ſave 
bringing a Lecturer to perform Ceremcnies and bow at the place it [tov, which the Zefturernever 
did beſore the Image was there : prethee, fancy that you ſtill ſeetKe Apparition of the ſame Angel 
there, and bow and dop as low as you pleaſe, for now I am out of my Oftice, I it where 1 can hear and 
ſee well enough my ſelf, but pray take care the Women may hear. 

L intend no Refle&tion on the Cle:gy or Church of Fn;l:ad. nor one Mr. TF9 Whitebread, though 

I had occation to mention him ; therefore whatever RefleCtion may ſeem to be on any body, I charge 
you. and your printed Apparitionsto be the occaſion : and pray you toapply all to your own ſelf, that 
notking may leem to Reflect on our reverend and learned Dottor Hicks, nor on the Veltry, nor on 
any of the worthy Gentlemen of our Pariſh ; who 1 ſuppoſe will not take part with you or me in 
defence of this mage, but leave you to defend your Printing, and me my Burning, as well as we 
can.O then we thall all practiſe what you uſe to preach viz.That everyone ſhguld mind ky own buſone, 5.
